Five years ag o 
the rivers and harbors bill was that

The Xa lonal Rivers and Harbors 
, 'ng re^* 
was org anized to

year, lOr the purpose of impressing 
CO 
* ss with some other idea of wa 
teiwci,, appropriations* than that of a 
cutting up of pork. It has been a g a­ 
thering of men asking for a fraction 
of what was needed, and g oing away 
g lad to g et a moity of what they ask­ 
ed. Its prog ram has been to secure 
an appropriation of |50,00p,900 a year 
for waterways. In order to cut out 
the g rinding of axes it ruled out the 
advocacy of any special projects, and 
confined itself to boosting for water­ 
way Improveements as a whole. 
The thing which has been a lion 
in the path of .cong ress 
has been 
Cannonlsm. 
Two years ag o "Uncle” 
Joe addressed the cong ress patroniz 
ing ly, almost sneerlng iy, 
and 
g ave 
the members to understand that there 
was mig hty little in store for them. 
He boasted of the fact that he looKCd 
at these thing s throug h 
the “leg i'^la- 
tlve g imlet-hole,” scoffed at the old 
canals that run throug h Indiana and

With 'the necessity facing the peo­ 
ple of paying out a billion a year for 
several years, if the railways are ti>

wonders how the issue of bonds foi> 
the waterways can he either avoided 
or deplored, if the walerw*ays are to 
take the place of the 
new raiiwav 
construction demanded- 
The 
g overnment 
bonds 
can 
floated at a

than can the railway securities. 
As 
the people h a v e it to pay in either 
case and as the hig hways developed 
by waterway improvements will be 
owned by the
